She 
is loyally observing her obligations to 
us, and she is entitled to like treat- 
ment by us. 
The treaty submitted to you for ap- 
proval secures to the United States 
economic advantages as great as those 
given to Cuba. Not an American inter- 
est is sacrificed by the treaty, and a 
large Cuban market ie secured to our 
producers. It is a market which lies 
at our doors, which is already large, 
which is capable of great expansion, 
and which is especially important to 
the development of our export trade. 
It would be, indeed, shortsighed for 
us to refuse to take advantage of such 
opportunity and to force Cuba inte 
making arrangements with other coun- 
tries to our disadvantage. 

This reciprocity treaty stands by it- 
self. It is demanded on consideration 
of broad national policy, as well as by 
our economic interest. It will do harm 
to no industry. It will benefit many 
industries; it is in the Interest of our 
people as a whole, both because of its 
importance from the broad standpoint 
of international policy, and because, 
economically, it intimately concerns us 
to develop and secure the Cuban 
market for our farmers, 8, mer- 
chants and manufacturers, Finally, it 
is desirable, as a guaranty of the good 
faith of our nation toward our young 
sister republic, whose welfare must 
ever be closely bound with ours. We 
gave her Iiberty. We are knit to her 
by the memories of the blood and the 
courage of our soldiers who fought 
for her in war; by the memories of 
the wisdom and integrity of our ad- 
ministrators who saved her in peace, 
and who started her so well on the 
difficult path of self-government.

Would Fertilize Million 
Acres in California.

HRE great new projects in Call- 
fornia which the government !* 


T considering under the national rei- 


gation act will, if undertaken, add in 
the neighborhood of a million acres of 
wonderfully fertile land to the re- 
claimed area of the Golden State. 
Government engineers have been — 
or 
upwards of a year, and in Southern 
California, a few weeks ago, 4,000,000 
miner's inches of water of the Colorado 
River were filed upon and appropciated 
by the government, which means in 
reality the entire flow of this “Nile” 
of America. The entire surrounding 
land—over four million acres—has 
also been reserved. The ultimate 
reclamation of land through the great 
system of dams and canals eventually 
to be constructed on this river alone 
will be something over a million acres, 
but the Arat step in this work will 
probably reclaim about 500,000 acres of 
rich deita land.
